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Obama’s speech stirs conversation 


La Raza and CSULB Republicans commented on Obama’s recent immigration speech. 


With more than 600 undocumented, or AB- 
540, students enrolled, Cal State University Long 
Beach is divided in opinion regarding President 
Obama’s recent immigration speech. 

Obama’s immigration speech on Thursday an- 
nounced an executive order allowing millions un- 
authorized immigrants to stay in the United States 
without granting citizenship. 

AB-540 students, or “Dreamers,” are those who 
were born in other countries, yet have lived in the 
U.S. for most of their lives, said Edgar Romo, the 
Dreamers Student Success Coordinator. AB-540, 
or the Federal Development, Relief and Education 
for Alien Minors (DREAM) Act, if passed, would 
provide these students with the ability to legalize 
their immigration status, Romo said. 

“As an organization, we want this order that 
President Obama did to be effective as soon as 
possible,” Munoz said on behalf of the CSULB 
La Raza Student Association. “That way these re- 
sources are available as soon as possible.” 
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La Raza is a club dedicated to meeting the so- 
cial, cultural, political and academic needs of stu- 
dents of Latino heritage on campus, according to 
the Beachsync website. Romo works with La Raza 
to help AB-540 students at CSULB by providing 
services and resources for their specific needs. 

“The announcement of deferred action for par- 
ents provides for many of our students and their 
families a feeling of relief and security knowing 
that there are large numbers of individuals who 
will now be able to live without fear of deporta- 
tion and being separated.from your family,’ Romo 
said. “Here in California, we have one of the larg- 
est groups of individuals who will benefit from 
this new deferred action program.” 

La Raza said it sees the executive order as a 
positive step in the right direction. : 

“It’s a step forward,” Miranda Ceja, a sopho- 
more journalism student and a La Raza repre- 
sentative. “It’s definitely not a loss, but it’s a gray 
victory,” meaning it is not a clear-cut win for im- 
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migrants, she said.

party president and political science junior, Nestor 
Moto said LBSCR believes the speech was elo- 
quent, yet lacking in substance. 

“The president’s speech was a good and articu- 
late speech as it should be,” Moto said. “However, 
it was filled with no specific timetable on when he 
would enact this. He did not mention many strate- 
gies to secure our border.” 

President Obama’s speech on Thursday out- 
lined a three-part plan: building progress at the 
border with more resources from law enforce- 
ment; making it easier for high-skilled immi- 
grants, graduates and entrepreneurs to stay in 
America; and focusing on deporting criminals, 
rather than breaking up families, according to the 
transcript posted on the Washington Post website. 

La Raza treasurer and social science credential 
student Humberto Munoz said President Obama’s 
plan puts immigrant families in a state of “limbo.”

It also identifies a notice of nondiscrimination on 
the basis of gender or sex, which is supposed to protect all 
people regardless. of their gender or gender identity from 
sex discrimination. 
After checking the terms and agreements for continuing 
with the video, the introduction begins. Students talk about the 
issues of sexual violence and statistics. 
The video is then broken down into five categories: Consent/Sex- 
ual Assault, Bystander Intervention, Sexual Harassment, Stalking and

quiring students to check that they understand the material with an acknowledge-

The program is a part of Executive Order 1095 
of the CSU Chancellor’s office, requiring that each 
CSU trains and educates faculty, staff and students 
in the areas of sex discrimination, sexual harass- 
ment, sexual violence, domestic violence, dating 
violence and stalking, according to the order, Pro- 
fessors and lecturers, and other non-supervisory 
staff, will be trained with a program video “Law 
Room,” according to Larisa Hamada, the CSULB 
Title IX director who oversees that the implementa- 
tion of the Education Amendment Act that prohibits 
discrimination in educational institutions. 

“Not Anymore” requires students to sign in using 
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“I’m glad it will protect families, but am also 
conflicted because it doesn’t provide... healthcare 
services or food stamps,” Munoz said. “It’s basi- 
cally a work permit [immigrants] have to renew 
every three years.” 

Munoz said that because recent movement in 
immigration laws are not yet finalized or stable, 
La Raza is unable to make any specific movement 
to support the community. He said the club is 
there to provide AB-540 students with informa- 
tion on resources available for them. 

Moto said LBSCR believes America’s boarders 
and the verification of immigrant status need to 
be addressed. 

“AB-540 students are already part of our edu- 
cational system,” Moto said. “There is nothing we 
can do to change that. Therefore, we have nothing 
against them.” 
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Moto said LBSCR thinks President 
Obama should not act alone on an issue 
this diverse. 

“Our current immigration laws 
need to be enforced and reformed,” 
Moto said. “The president should 
work together with Congress to 
address the needs of the Ameri- 
can people.” 

Moto said LBSCR thinks 
Obama’s_ speech animates 
people to support him without 
necessarily knowing where 
they stand on many issues other 
than immigration. 

“We believe people should 
research the strategies [Obama] 
presented, his party, and where they 
stand in order to find the ideal candi- 
date [or] party they support,” Moto said. 
“They should not overlook all the other 
issues that should be part of their evalu- 
ation.” 

Ceja said on behalf of La Raza that it 
is frustrating that any step forward in im- 
migration is seen as unlawful. She said 
there is still a lot of work to be done. 

“[Obama] said there are roughly 11 
million [unauthorized immigrants], and it 
will only protect 5 million, Munoz said. 
“Anyone that does not fit in the category 
will not get protection.” 

Last June, the Senate passed a broad- 
based proposal for reforming the U.S. 
immigration system called the S.744 im- 
migration bill, 68 to 32, according to the 
Immigration Policy Center. The bill has 
yet to move through the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Obama said in his speech that 
this is why he is creating the executive 
order.

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A trigger warning is given before the rest of 
the video starts. A blinking red box appears at 
the bottom of each screen before material ap- 
pears that indicates the material may be dis- 
turbing to some viewers. Most of these trigger 
warnings appear before the true stories from 
seven victims of sexual violence, rape, abuse 
and stalking. The stories of the victims are sup- 
posed to help students understand the training 
better and the consequences of sexual assault. 

“Tt seems like a good video,” said Claudia 
Fernandez, a graduate student studying social 
work. “I think it should be showed to interme- 
diate and middle school students because the 
younger people see this the better.” 

The video also gives tips on how to identify 
possible perpetrators of domestic abuse and dat- 
ing abuse, like controlling behavior and jealou- 
sy. “Not Anymore” also defines an example of 
sexual harassment of a professor offering better 
grades in exchange for sex. 

At the end of the video, there is list of con- 
tacts which students can reach out for help in 
the Office of Equity and Diversity, Judicial Af- 
fairs, University Police, local police, medical 
and counseling services, advocacy and support. 
The ‘Resources’ tab on the website also includes 
contact information. 

Students must check a box acknowledging 
responsibility for knowing this information. Af- 
terward, students can download a ‘Certificate of 
Completion’ and finish the program. 
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No charges against Darren Wilson in Ferguson shooting, 


CLAYTON, Mo. — Officer Dar- 
ren Wilson will not face state criminal 
charges in the killing of Michael Brown 
in Ferguson, Mo. 

St. Louis County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Robert P. McCulloch announced 
Monday night that a grand jury deliv- 
ered a “no true bill” after considering 
possible charges in the case, mean- 
ing an indictment will not be handed 
down. 

A separate federal investigation into 
whether Wilson violated Brown’s civil 
rights is continuing, officials said. Mc- 
Culloch said the two investigations had 
worked in harmony and evidence was 
shared with investigators from both 
levels of government. 

“Our only goal was that our inves- 
tigation would be thorough and com- 
plete,” he said. 

Wilson’s shooting of the unarmed 
youth in a confrontation Aug. 9 trig- 
gered months of protests, and focused 
national concerns about policing and 
race on a suburban St. Louis commu- 
nity that had considered itself a strong 
example of racial harmony. 

Officials, Brown’s family and some 
protest leaders pleaded for a peaceful 
reaction to news that seemed certain 
to anger those who called for Wilson’s 
-arrest and immediate prosecution for 
murder. 

Protesters began gathering in Fergu- 
son shortly after it was announced that 
the grand jury had made a decision. 
A smaller crowd gathered in Clayton, 


grand jury decides 


where the announcement of the deci- 
sion was made to members of the media 
inside a courtroom where preliminary 
hearings and arraignments are typically 
held. 

McCulloch, who could have decided 
on his own whether to charge Wilson, 
chose instead to take the case to a grand 
jury. Its 12 members meet in secret and 
usually hear just a synopsis of evidence 
before voting on whether to issue an in- 
dictment, a legal action that results in 
atrial. 

But in this case, the prosecutor had 
two assistants present all the evidence 
available — meaning the grand jurors 
heard testimony from every witness 
and saw every report, photograph and 
video before deciding. Nine of 12 votes 
are required for in an indictment, but 
the vote count remains secret. 

McCulloch gave his condolences to 
Brown’s family at the beginning of the 
press conference. 

He said the presentation of evidence 
and deliberations were done on the 
grand jury’s schedule. The grand jury 
met on 25 different days, he said. 

McCulloch said some witnesses 
disagreed with others, and sometimes 
physical evidence didn’t match witness 
statements. Almost all the initial inter- 
views of witnesses, including Wilson, 
were recorded, McCulloch said. 

What is not in dispute is that Brown, 
18, took a $48 package of cigarillos 
about noon that day from the Ferguson 
Market on West Florissant Avenue and 


had some kind of physical encounter 


with Wilson, 28, shortly later as the ° 


officer sat in a police SUV on Canfield 
Drive. 

Brown’s companion, Dorian John- 
son, said Wilson drove up, ordered 
them to stop walking in the street, then 
reached through the open-driver’s side 
window and grabbed Brown by the 
neck to pull him in. Police said Wilson 
had pushed the door closed to keep Wil- 
son from getting out of the SUV before 
the men struggled through the window 
and at least one shot was fired from the 
officer’s handgun. 

The official autopsy indicated that 
Brown suffered a close-range wound 
to the thumb, which Wilson’s support- 
ers took to indicate that Brown was 
reaching for the weapon. His blood 
was found on the 9mm Sig Sauer semi- 
automatic. 

Witnesses said Brown ran from the 
vehicle and that Wilson tried to chase 
him. Some bystanders said Brown had 
his hands up and was shot when sur- 
rendering. Some said he was shot in the 
back. Sources close to Wilson said he 
told officials that Brown stopped and 
aggressively turned back toward him 
before he fired two volleys. 

Brown was shot at least six times, 
with at least five wounds in the front 
and one that could have been from 
the front or back depending upon the 
position of his arm at the moment. A 
shot to the top of his head, which may 
have occurred while he was falling or

lunging, officials said, was fatal. Toxi- 
cology showed that Brown had used 
marijuana. 

People in the community were an- 
gered that Brown’s body lay in the street 
for more than four hours during the in- 
vestigation, although officials have said 
that is not an unusually long time. 

Simmering protests broke into open 
violence the next night, when protesters 
burned a Quik Trip service station and 
hauled merchandise from some stores 
along’ West Florissant. That led to 
weeks of confrontations between pro- 


testers and police who used tear gas and 
rubber bullets to try to keep control. 

The protests have continued since. 

Wilson was put on paid leave and has 
been in hiding. He did testify before the 
grand jury, an unusual step for the tar- 
get of an investigation. He and Fergu- 
son Police Chief Thomas Jackson have 
thus far resisted calls for them to resign, 
although it seemed highly unlikely that 
Wilson could resume duties as a Fergu- 
son patrolman.

Listening to a live orchestra while 
watching a dance concert adds a cer- 
tain pizazz to the experience. 

Fusion, a collaborative concert 
between the dance department and 
the Bob Cole Conservatory of Music 
came to fruition on Friday and Satur- 
day nights. 

The show definitely built up to its 
best and last performance, Rebecca 
Lemme’s “Disarm.” Described as rec- 
ognizing the cycles of violence in the 
press release, this piece was haunting 
and frightening. 

This dance took full advantage of 
the spacious Carpenter center, send- 
ing dancers into the isles at some 
parts of the dance, creating a sense of 
being surrounded. 

This, along with the bright stage 
lights and fog created an eerie inva- 
sion vibe. The musical composition, 
inspired by John Adam’s “Harmon- 
ielehre,” paired very nicely with the 


modern dance choreography, being 
both diverse in sound and exciting to 
listen to. 

The penultimate dance, Keith 
Johnson’s restaging of his piece, “The 
Green is the Unraveling” was beauti- 
ful and emotional. Having previous 
knowledge that this is a tribute to four 
dancers who passed away from AIDS, 
the connection and relationship be- 
tween the four dancers on stage was 
powerful and impactful. 

The contrast of dancers’ soft, 
eloquent interaction and disjointed, 
rigid movement created a visually 
stunning and diverse piece. 

However, the title of the piece and 
the growing green box projected 


onto the. screen at the back of the 


stage was confusing, and seemed 
unrelated to the dance and overall 
theme of the piece. 

The experience was both visually 
and sonically gorgeous; however, the 
concert started off surprisingly odd. 
The beginning overture, Wagner’s 
“Rienzi, the Last of the Tribunes,” 
was beautifully played, but since the 
orchestra pit was basically under the 


stage, it was awkward sitting in the 
half-lit Carpenter Center for 10 min- 
utes with nothing to look at, except 
the tops of musicians’ heads. 

The opening dance, “Set-up,” 
directed by Rebecca Bryant was 
disjointed and confusing. The per- 
formance started with a woman com- 
ing on stage to explain the different 
angles dancers would capture with 
video cameras during the dance as the 
footage was displayed on the screen at 
the back of the stage. The woman said 
this creates the effect that “the audi- 
ence could be anywhere.” 

But the audience was not anywhere; 
it was in front of the stage, viewing 
a jumble of dancers. The technique 
was there, but there was lack of con- 
sistency in the chorography, and the 
sporadic music of Julia Wolfe’s “Tell 
Me Everything” made it hard to really 
sink into the piece. 

If the nearly sold out showings are 
any indication, the concert was an 
overall success. However, the rocky 
opening perhaps makes the concert 
not worth it to the casual arts con-

Her partner, senior commufiications 
major Jennifer Arenas, said that they

tions they received for the event after 
only three weeks of outreach. CSULB

All proceeds at the event were do- 
nated to the ArtExchange, which is a 
non-profit that began 15 years ago.

In March, McBride moved from 
Merced to Long Beach and was able 
to rent a $200 studio by April through 
ArtExchange. 

Although bright, detailed pieces with 
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clean lines and dark undertones make 
up the-bulk of his work, Long Beach 
has inspired him to loosen up his brush- 
stroke;-he-said: 

“From the minute I got here, having 
all of these different artists to associ- 
ate with, they’re all so diverse in style,” 
McBride said. “I see someone use just 
30 brushstrokes on a canvas and it’s a 
finished piece. I see that and I want to 
learn from it.” 

CSULB students of the Fine Arts 
department donated about 15 pieces for 
the exhibit.

Falling behind on defense, 49ers lose to UCLA 


Trouble with pe- 
rimeter defense 
caused the 49ers’ 
77-63 loss against 
UCLA Sunday 
night.

The Long Beach State men’s basket- 
ball team’s early defensive road strug- 
gles continued Sunday night in a 77-63 
loss at UCLA. The 49ers failed to build 
on a convincing Friday night win over 
Kansas State. 

The end result was not indicative of

LBSU’s performance as the 49ers (2- 
3) played UCLA (3-0) tough and close 
throughout. They were down double- 
digits at the half, but were within single 
digits through most of the second half, 
until the final minutes, when UCLA 
pulled away. 

The 49ers were once again plagued 
by an erratic three-point defense, some- 
thing they seemed to improve upon in 
their win against Kansas State when 
they forced the Wildcats to a 14.3 three- 
point field-goal percentage. UCLA shot 
50 percent (6-12) from beyond the arc 
in the first half, several of which were 
wide-open. 

“TDefense is] an attitude,’ head 
coach Dan Monson said. “I’d much 
rather have a team that’s trying to get 
better defensively than offensively be- 
cause you can draw up all the plays you 
want. If you’re struggling shooting, as 


a coach, it’s very frustrating. We just 
were not disruptive at all.” 

With the defense scrambling, it was 
up to LBSU’s explosive offense to car- 
ry the load. After being held scoreless 
in the first half and only taking three 
shots, senior point guard Mike Caffey 
exploded for nine points in the first 
three-and-a-half minutes of the second 
half.

LBSU embarks on trip to 
the Great North 


The Beach is coming 
off its best three- 
game start of the 
season since 2004-05 
with a 2-1 record.

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team will take its farthest road 
trip of the season to Anchorage, Alaska 
for the GCI-Great Alaska Shootout on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

The 49ers will open the tournament 
against Boise State at 7 p.m. Tuesday, 
and play either Yale or Alaska Anchor- 
age on Wednesday. 

Last week, the 49ers nearly snatched 
a win against defending Pac-12 cham- 
pions in Southern California, but fell in 
a close 90-85 overtime game. Although 
The Beach let a victory slip, the team is 
off to its best three-game start since the 
2004-05 campaign when it also opened 
with a 2-1 record. 

LBSU is tied in its all-time series with 
Boise State at 4-4. The last time the two 
teams met in 2001, the 49ers beat the 
Broncos 87-66. Forward Deanna Weav- 
er leads BSU with 15.3 per game and the 
most 3-pointers made with nine total. 
BSU center Miquelle Askew leads her 
team with 7.0 rebounds per game. 

Tournament host Alaska Anchorage 
is a part of the Great Northwest Ath- 
letic Conference, which is one of the 
top NCAA Division II conferences in 


the nation. The Seawolves will start the 
tournament with an undefeated record, 
holding a four-game win streak. They 
are led by Leah Bonner, who averages 
13.8 points and 12.0 rebounds. 

Leading the way for the 49ers are 
sophomore guards Raven Benton and 


-Anna Kim, sophomore Madison Mont- 


gomery and junior Devin Hudson. 

Benton hit double figures for the 
first time this season when she scored 
a game-high 22 points versus USC. She 
had the same strong force last season 
against the Trojans when she scored a 
career-high 26 points. Aside from prov- 
ing her scoring ability with a team-best 
12.3 points per game this season, Ben- 
ton is also averaging 7.0 rebounds. 

Kim averages 11.7 points and holds 
the school’s all-time top 3-point field 
goal percentage at 43.4 percent. 

Montgomery and Hudson have been 
strong in the post with 13 and 17 total 
rebounds, respectively. The duo also 
took the team lead with 13 points each 
in the team’s 85-73 win against Seattle. 

After the tournament, the 49ers will 
head to Oregon to face Portland State 
on Saturday at 1 p.m.
